14.32 The secretary of state shall not audit items of expenditure
for tips, porterage, parlor car seats other than sleeping car berths,
or for expenses not necessarily incurred in the performance of
duties required by the public service; nor shall he audit items of
expenditure * * * incurred while traveling outside the state by
any officer or employe of the state or of any department or insti-
tution thereof * * * unless in the discharge of his duties re-
quired by the public scrvice and aftcr authorization by the director
of the budget, * * * wunless specific statutory authority exists
therefor ; nor shall he audit items of expenditure for expenses of
* * * any officer or employe of the state or of any department
or institution thereof * * * while attending any convention,
assoctation, society or meeting held outside the state unless other-
wise provided by law.
